difficulty, whether by building an ad- 
dition to the school or renting a tem- 
porary building.

The Roll 
should be returned and the taxes col 
lected within the specified time- 

Coun. Hitchecck, Chairman of Fin- 
ance, was the first Councillor. The 
financial statement of the town pub 
lished in THe Times was prepared by 
his Committee. He assumed every- 
body read Tux Times, consequently it 
would be superfluous on his part to 
rehearse the statement. He would be 
pleased however to explain any points 
that might not appear clear. Every 
thing financiaily being satisfactory 
Coun.

Eminent 
authorities have declared that tobacco 
smoking is provocative of bronchitis and 
catarrh, and is a deadly poieon to the very 
young ; that it tends to stupefy the brain 
and weaken the nerves, and is an enemy to 
concentration of thought upon work in 
hand. The poets Shelly, Moore and our 
own Poe were all anti-smokers. Not so 
Byron, however, who qrites : 

Sublime tobace >! which from East to West 
Cheers the tar's labor or the Turkman’s rest. 

Allibone, the famous compiler, indorses 
tobacco as an after-dinner aid to digestior. 
Robert Buchanan pronounces it to be an 
invaluable comfort. Mark Twain is on re- 
cord to the effect, that he writes with much 
greater ease with the aid of about three 
hundred cigars a month. With a few em- 
inent exceptions, among whom Mr. (ilad- 
stone, Lord Salisbury and the late Lord 
Beaconstield, England’s three latest Prime 
Ministers, are all to be counted, hard brain- 
workers have quite generally used tobacco. 
It must de assumed that they have found 
some good in it, or they would not 
do so. Bulwer the celebrated - author, 
declares that “‘a man who smokes thinks 
like a eage and acts like a Samaritan.” 
That cannot be maintained, though, with- 
out qualification. There are emokers and 
other smokers, almost as many brands ae 
there are of tobacco.

| FIENDISH MURDER AND SUICIDE. 


A French Woman Suffocates Serself and 
Chtidren with Charceal Fames. 

A dreadful case of suicide occurred the 
other night in the Petit Montrouge quse- 
ter, Paris. In the Rue Henri Regnault 
there lived in a single room a family nam- 
ed Hoffmann, consisting of the fa:her, 
mother, and five children, ranging tn age 
from a baby still at the breast to the eld- 
est, a girl of 8. Holtfmann, who is a pavior 
| by trade, had been out of work for the last 
| six weeks, and the family subsisied entire- 

ly on charity, the wife going out to beg at 
church doors, with the wretched children 
about her. Added tothe general misery 
was the fact that the couple were frequent- 
ly intoxicated, the woman was violent and 
jesious, and quarreling went on incessant- 
y between them. On Thureday after a 
worse scene than ever, Hotfmann was 
driven out of the place, snd had to pass 
the night at alodginz-housein the neighbor- 
hood. Fora long time after he had ieft 
his wife was heard vociferating and break- 


ing up what bits of turniture they possess- ‘ 


ed, and it was 3 o'clock in the morning 
before she quieted down. A few hours 
later Hoffmann came home and knocked at 
the door, but there was no answer, aud 
everything was pertectiy still inside the 
room. He then broke a pane of glass, and, 
Jooking in, saw embers of charcoal still 
agiow on the tiled floor. He calied to the 
neighbors tor help, but it was a long time 
before the door could be broken in, ae 
Mme. ‘Hoffmann had drivea some long 
naila at the bottom of it. Then a shocking 
sight was seen. In a fit of mad intoxica- 
tion she had dragged the bedding on the 
floor, lighted » charcoal fire, and lay down 
to die with her unsuspecting children.

Mis Sole Ambition ts Te Lay By a Sere

John Chinaman is a much abused and 

greatly musrepresented individual. Un- 

tiring industry, patience, and perseverance, 
extreme thrift, the inborn habit and faculty 
of saving a little day by day, however 
scanty his earnings—these are the very 
qualities that have turned against him the 
hands of men belonging toa less industrious, 

less frugal, and less provident race... . 

But the Chinaman, although proverbially 
meek and mild, is a man of dauniless cour- 
age and unflinching fortitude. Voyages 
over vast tracts of stormy seas, extremes 
of heat or cold, prolonged separation from 
home and all he holds most dear and sacred, 
contamely and wrong at the bands of the 
men among whom he casts his lot—nothing 
of all this can turn him from his own pur- 
pose in life, namely, the accumulation of 
the little store of dollars which twenty 
years forward will make him a rich man in 
the country of his birtb, will enable him to 
provide for hia parents and erect monuments 
tothe honor of his ancestors, and will cause 
him to be looked up to and envied by his 
fellow-villagere. To achieve this he goes 
every where—everywhere, at least, except 
to lands whose hostile laws of*recent years 
block him at the ports of entry ; and in
